Ru mors of fou l play in connection 
with the fire at Ashland farm and the 
terrible death of Mrs. L. B. Harris, 
Tu esday afternoon were rife today . 
Dr A. G. Shau ck of Arlington, cou nty 
coroner, is inv estigating all the re­ 
ports that come to him by continu ing 
the inq u est started Tu esday ev ening 
when a few witnesses were ex amined. 
An inq u est was held here last night 
and it was ex pected that more ev i­ 
dence wou ld be gathered at ail in­ 
q u est to be held late today or tonight. 
Officials who are acq u ainted with 
the testimony that has already been 
giv en at the inq u ests cou ld mot di­ 
v u lge any of the ev idence u ntil the 
probe 
h a s been completed. 
It is not 
ex pected that the v erdict of the cor­ 
oner will be 
forthcoming for some 
time y et. 
It i- u nderstood that the officers 
hav e 
some 
incriminating ev idence 
which is met in the form of testimony . 
There is mu ch specu lation arou nd the 
city today as to ju st what the ou t­ 
come of the inqu est will be. 


P h i lo s Colbert son , age twenty -two, 
the colored man who 
h a s been stay ing 
at the Harris home, and who, together 
with P a u l Harris, were the last per­ 
sons who were known to hav e left 
Ashland farm Tu esday morning, were 
ex amined by the coroner last night. 
There are many people who hav e 
held tenaciou sly to the theory that 
there was something strange abou t 
the fire and the death of Mrs. Harris. 
Many of her friends think it rather 
pecu liar that she 
shou ld not 
hav e 
called some one, if she were mot dead 
before she discov ered the fire in her 
hou se, if she ev er did discov er it. 
One incident in 
connection with 
the tragedy has come to light which 
rev eals that whatev er happened > o 
Mrs. Harris, apparently occu rred be­ 
tween ten minu tes 
to ten and ten 
minu tes after ten Tu esday morning., 
Mr-. A. L. Aldridge talked to Mrs. 
Harris ov er the telephone at ten min­ 
u tes to ten. At ten minu tes after ien 
she called the Harris home by tele­ 
phone. and repeatedly thereafter u n­ 
til twelv e o'clock, bu t failed to get in 
commu nication 
with 
Mrs. 
Harris 
again . 
Mrs. Aldridge 
know s 
that 
only 
twenty minu tes elapsed between the 
time she talked to Mrs. Harris 
and 
the time she railed the first time by 
"incidents associated with the act of 
telephoning. 
She called Mrs. Harris 
at ten minu tes to ten tio learn if Mrs. 
Harris cou ld come to Ru shv ille Tu es­ 
day afternoon to 
practice for toe 
Ladies Mu sicale. 
Mrs. Hands said 
that she cou ld and 
Mrs. 
Aldridge 
promised to let her know if the mu sic 
cou ld be obtained so that practice 
cou ld be held. 
She fou nd it wou ld be impossible 
to get the mu sic and called Mrs. Har­ 
ris by phone at ten minu tes after ten. 
She thou ght it strange at that time 
that Mrs. Harris did not answer the 
telephone since Mix . Hands was ex ­ 
pecting a message from her. The fail­ 
u re to get an answer to her repeated 


calls worried Mrs. Aldridge slightly , 
and she rang lip 
possibly 
twenty 
times before noon. 
Finally she called the trou ble man 
I at ex change and learned that the line 
j to Ashland farm was in good condi- 
j tion, and that the bell was ringing, 
bu t was not answered. Mrs. Aldridge 
called Mrs. Yern Norris and 
asked 
her to call Mrs. Harris by phone and 
tell her not to come to Ru shv ille to 
practice. 
Mrs. 
Norris 
cou ld not 
arou se any one at Ashland farm. She 
told Mrs. Aldridge Mrs. Harris had 
not passed her home and that if she 
did « die wou ld stop her (M>rs. Harris) 
and giv e her the message. 
The fu neral serv ices ov er the body 
of Mrs. Harris were held at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. \Y. E. Wallace this 
afternoon, and were condu cted by the 
Rev . 
J. B. Meaeham 
of the 
First 
Presby terian chu rch and the Rev . W. 
II. Clark of the Oonnetrsv ille Presby ­ 
terian chu rch. 
The fu neral was not 
priv ate.

1 4 .—To thwart 
a gigantic conspiracy on the part of 
the old leaders under the Diaz regime 
in Mexico to promote the present revo 
lution against Madero, this govern 
ment has taken decisive action. While 
the United States government has 
110 
evidence directly connecting the de­ 
posed president with his conspiracy , 
it is asserted that his former friend^ 
and supporters are behind it. 
A 
ffig 
sum of money , estimated at $4,000,000. 
has been deposited in banks of El 
Paso for the purpose of buy ing arms 
and ammunition to be shipped from 
the United States into Mexico foV use 
of the revolutionists. 
It was chiefly this startling informa­ 
tion that led President Taft to call 
together the members of the Texas 
delegation in congress and the senate 
committee on foreign relations. 
The 
situation, 
in the president’s opinion, 
was serious enough 
to warrant extra­ 
ordinary action. 
This action took the 
form of a joint resolution 
presented 
to the senate empowering the presi­ 
dent to issue in his discretion a proc­ 
lamation preventing the shipment 
of 
arms and ammunition from the United 
States into any foreign country . This 
resolution was referred immediately 
to the foreign relations committee, 
was promptly reported back favorably, 
and unanimously passed by the sen­ 
ate. 
A similar resolution was put 
through the same course in the house. 
This action will be a notable strength­ 
ening of the president’s arm 
in deal­ 
ing with neutrality matters, no t only 
with Mexico, but with all o ther Cen­ 
tral American co untries in time o f 
tro uble.
